MOSCOW, Thursday. — Reuter’s 
Moscow Correspondent says : ‘‘Soviet 
guardsmen, hurling back the most 
dangerous German attempt yet made 
tu split Stalingrad’s defences, were 
to-day defiantly pounding the Ger- 
mans with new batteries of field 
guns rushed across the Volga. The 
latest despatches say that the garri- 
son has considerably strengthened 
its defences in the last twenty-four 


ours after recapturing several im- 
portant streets in the _ industrial 
suburbs. This news comes after a 
critical day, when the Germans 
almost succeeded in forcing a 


break-through to the Volga. 

* North-west of Stalingrad 
Marshal Timoshenko’s relief army 
has struck another hard blow at the 
‘rerman panzer screen between the 
Don and the Volga.. One of his 
tank units has smashed a breach in 
the German defences and caused 
havoc behind their lines. In the 
last seven days of Marshal Timo- 
shenko’s offensive here Soviet troops 
have killed 4,600 Germans. 


_ OTHER FRONTS 

“Soviet troops in the Caucasus, 
atter making a slight withdrawal 
in some sectors, have now stemmed 
the German advance at Mozdok, 
and in the’ mountainous region to 
south have considerably im- 
proved their positions, At the other 
end of the Caucasus battlefield the 
Red Army has recaptured three 
villages and several important 
heights south-east of Novorossisk. 

“At Rzhev, north-west of Moscow, 
General Zhukov is renewing his 
offensive. The Germans have brought 
up fresh infantry and tank divi- 
sions, and are attempting to dislodge 
Soviet troops from their positions on 
the outskirts of the ‘town: ~~ Rzhev 
itself is ablaze, with hardly a single 
house still standing. What remains 
of the town has been converted into 
a network of German strongholds. 

“The Germans have been dis- 
lodged from two important heights 
on the Bryansk front, according to 
Soviet front-line dispatches. All 
counter-attacks were driven off at a 
cost to the Germans of 600 men 
killed.’’ 

‘‘Nowhere in the factory settle- 
mfht at Stalingrad have the Germans 
made any headway,” states a Ped 
Star front-line report. ‘‘Our troops 
are consolidating themselves in the 
streets they have recaptured.’’— 
(Reuter. ) 

Reuter’s Stockholm Correspondent 
says: ‘‘ Marshal Timoshenko’s troops, 
after battering against the German 
lines for ten days north-west of 
Stalingrad, have broken through and 
crossed the Don River in force at 
several points. If these bridgeheads 
—probably in the neighbourhood of 
Kachalinsk, about 30 miles north- 
west of Stalingrad—can be widened.

SPECIMENS REACH DUBLIN

Cork. specimens of clay used in 
building houses have been sent in to 
Mr. Frank Gibney, the Dublin 
architect who recently raised the 
subject of the potentialities of clay 
as a building material.
